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AMENDMENT SUMMARY . 

Claims 

Amend claim 1 as set forth below: 

1. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A personal watercraft, comprising: 

(a) a bull defining a deck with a planar upper surface and having a bow* a stern, a 
starboard side, a port side, a longitudinally extending overall length and a 
laterally extending beam, and 

(b) a plurality of pontoons repositionably attached to the hijll with at least one 
pontoon attached proximate the starboard side and at least one pontoon 
attached proximate the port side, 

(c) wherein the pontoons are laterally and longitudinally repositionable >yithina 
single plane relative to the hull as between a storage portion in which the 
pontoons are generally longitudinally aligned relative txj> the hull and have a 
minimized lateral distance between the pontoons wjth dt least a portion of the 
pontoons transversely positioned underneath the deck , ^nd a flotation position 
in which the pontoons are shifted aft relative to the longitudinally aligned 
storage position and have a maximized lateral distance jbetween the pontoons. 

2. (PREVIOUSLY Presented) The personal watercraft of claim 1 wherein the deck has at 
least 16ft 2 of a planar upper surface. 

3. (Previously Presented) The personal watercraft of claim 1 wherein the deck has at 
least 20 ft 2 of a planar upper surface. 

4. (Original) The personal watercraft of claim 1 wherein the persopal watercraft has a 
maximum lateral width of between 3 feet and 4 feet when the pontoons are in the storage 
position* 
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5. (Original) The personal watercraft of claim 1 wherein the personal watercr aft has a 
maximum longitudinal length of between 6 feet and 8 feet when the pontoons are in the 
storage position.

6. (Original) The personal watercraft of claim 1 wherein the personal watercraft has a 
maximum transverse height of between 1 foot and 3 feet when the pontoons are in the 
storage position. 

7. (Original) The personal watercraft of claim 1 wherein the starboard side pontoon and 
the port side pontoon are independently repositionable. 

8. (Original) The personal watercraft of claim 1 wherein the starboard side pontoon and 
the port side pontoon are coincidentally repositionable whereby repositioning of one 
pontoon effects a corresponding repositioning of the other pontoon!. 

9* (Previously Presented) The personal watercraft of claim 1 whej-ein: 

(i) the starboard side pontoon is repositionably attached tojthe hull by at least one 
starboard side connector link with a proximal end pivotably attached to the 
hull for pivoting about a transverse pivot axis and a distal end pivotably 
attached to the starboard side pontoon for pivoting aboijit another transverse 
pivot axis, 

(ii) the port side pontoon is repositionably attached to the Hull by at least one port 
side connector link with a proximal end pivotably attacjhed to the hull for 
pivoting about a transverse pivot axis and a distal end pivotably attached to 
the port side pontoon for pivoting about another transverse pivot axis. 

(ii) the port side pontoon is repositionably attached to the Ipll by at least one port 
side connector link with a proximal end pivotably attacjhed to the hull for 
pivoting about a transverse pivot axis and a distal end jbivotably attached to 
the port side pontoon for pivoting about another transverse pivot axis. 

10. (Original) The personal watercraft of claim 1 wherein:

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(i) the starboard side pontoon is repositionably attached to the hull by at least two 
longitudinally spaced starboard side connector links wit^i each starboard side 
connector link having a proximal end pivotably attache^ to the hull for 
pivoting about a transverse pivot axis and a distal end pivotably attached to 
the port side pontoon for pivoting about another transverse pivot axis, and 

(ii) the port side pontoon is repositionably attached to the hyll by at least two 
longitudinally spaced port side connector links with eacji port side connector 
link having a proximal end pivotably attached to the huft for pivoting about a 
transverse pivot axis and a distal end pivotably attached; to the port side 
pontoon for pivoting about another transverse pivot axis.

11. (ORIGINAL) The personal watercxaft of claim 1 farther comprisingja means for releasably 
retaining the pontoons at a fixed lateral and longitudinal location v&en in the storage 
position, the flotation position and at least one intermediate positiojn between the storage 
position and the flotation position. j 

12. (Previously Presented) A personal watercraft having a length ajnd a width, 
comprising: 

(a) a hull defining a deck with a planar upper surface and hjaving a bow, a stem, a 
starboard side, a port side, a longitudinally extending oy erall length and a 
laterally extending beam, and 

(b) a plurality of pontoons repositionably attached to the hull with at least one 
pontoon positioned off a starboard bow of the hull, at l?a$t one pontoon 
positioned off a starboard quarter of the hull, at least oip pontoon positioned 
off a port bow of the hull, and at least one pontoon positioned off a port 
quarter of the hull, I 

(c) wherein the pontoons are laterally and longitudinally r^positionable as 
between a storage position having a minimized lateral and longitudinal 
distance between the pontoons to facilitate transportation and storage, and a 
flotation position having a maximized lateral and longitudinal distance

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between the pontoons to provide improved flotation stability relative to the 
storage position.

13. (Previously PRESENTED) The personal watercraft of claim 12 whprein deck has at least 
16 ft 2 of a planar upper surface. 

14. (Previously Presented) The personal watercraft of claim 1 wherein the deck has at 
least 20 ft 3 of a planar upper surface. 

15. (ORIGINAL) The personal watercraft of claim 12 wherein the personal watercraft has a 
maximum lateral width of between 3 feet and 4 feet when the pontoons are in the storage 
position. 

16. (ORIGINAL) The personal watercraft of claim 12 wherein the personal watercraft has a 
maximum longitudinal length of between 6 feet and 8 feet when the pontoons are in the 
storage position. 

17. (ORIGINAL) The personal watercraft of claim 12 wherein the personal watercraft has a 
maximum transverse height of between 1 foot and 3 feet when th* pontoons are in the 
storage position.

CO H* pontoons off the starboard bow and the starboard jiuarter are comcidentaUy 
repositionable whereby repositioning of one pontoon jeffects a corresponding

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(ii) the pontoons off the port bow and the port quarter are cqincidentally 

repositionable whereby repositioning of one pontoon effects a corresponding 
repositioning of the other pontoon. 

21 (Original) The personal watered of claim 12 wherein the pontoons off the starboard 
bow. starboard quarter, port bow and port quarter are all coincidenjally repositionable 
whereby repositioning of one pontoon effects a corresponding repositioning of all olher 
pontoons. 

22 (ORIGINAL) The personal watercraft of claim 12 wherein: 

(i) the pontoon positioned off the starboard bow is repositjonably attached to the 
hull by at least one starboard bow side connector link yith a proximal end 
pivotably attached to the hull for pivoting about a transverse pivot axis and a 
distal end pivotably attached to the pontoon positioned^ off the starboard bow 
for pivoting about another transverse pivot axis, j 
| (ii) the pontoon positioned off the starboard quarter is repfsmonably attached to 

the hull by at least one starboard quarter side connecto^r link with a proximal 
end pivotably attached to the hull for pivoting about ajtransverse pivot axis 
and a distal end pivotably attached to the pontoon portioned off the starboard 
quarter for pivoting about another transverse pivot ax^s, 
(lii) the pontoon positioned off the port bow is repositionably attached to the hull
